We believe there are several technical 
defects in the recommendations of the Bonsai 
report but that on the whole it would not affect 
us particularly. There is, however, one recom- 
mendation for a Director of Personnel and 
Information Security, who would review and 
recommend specifically on classification and 
declassification of information. We could 
probably live with this, but it doesn't look like 
a completely acceptable thought, and I believe it 
will be objected to strongly by other agencies 
when they comment officially on this report. I 
have, therefore, merely noted it as a problem 
in the attac hed>propo^g d 4e tta J af'tg^Mr . Wright.
